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$1,000,000 Winner

‘A Wilmington couple walked into 
Lucci's Supermarket to shop last 
week, just as they have been doing 
for the last 40 year’, and walked out 
a million dollars richer, 

In addition to his weekly food bill 
at Lucci's last Thursday night, the 
man bought a $5 Casino Action 
instant lottery ticket and scratched 
Off a roughly 1-in-5 million dream - 
one of 20 instant prizes of $1 
million to $2 million. 

Friday morning, the man beat 
supermarket owner John Lucci to 
the store and said words to the effect 
of “Look at. this, but don't tell 
anybody." 

Lucci kept his word” to the 
| customer, posting only a flyer on 
jhis store's entrance reading 

"$1,000,000.00 Instant Ticket 
winner sold @ LUCCI'S 
SUPERMARKET on- Thursday 


August 3rd to one of our most loyal 
customers from Wilmington." 

Wednesday afternoon, the woman 
was at the Mass, State Lottery 
Commission's headquarters in 
Braintree cashing in the ticket and 
walking away with the first of 20 
checks worth $33,500. 

The prize is paid as a 20-year 
annuity worth $50,000 per year. 
After taxes and 20 years, the ticket 
figures to be worth $670,000. The 
checks, beginning Wednesday, will 
be paid on the anniversary of the 
claim, Aug. 9, according to Lottery 
Commission Spokesperson Deirdre 
Coyle. 

The $1 million winner from 
Lucci's was the fifth jackpot prize 
redeemed in the state so far in the 
Casino Action instant game. It was 
the third million dollar bingo, to go 
along with two $2 million winners, 
Coyle said. 

With an additional 150 prizes of 


$50,000, Coyle said Casino Action 
offers the highest prize structure in 
the history of the state's instant 
lottery games. At $5, it is also the 
highest priced ticket. 

The Casino Action game is broken 
down into two games, blackjack and 
roulette, with five chances to win on 
each. The blackjack game, on the 
left hand side of the ticket, came up 
empty. But on the roulette side, in 
the lower, right hand corner of the 
ticket, the 5 scratched matched the 
"House Pick." Underneath. that 5 
was printed a 1, followed by six 
glorious zeros. 

So who is the million dollar 
couple? Coyle announced on 
Wednesday that Mary Centrella, of 
Wilmington, had redeemed the 
winning ticket. 

Mary and her husband, John, live 
on Woburn Street. 


McCoy will give liquor 
license a second shot

Selectman Michael McCoy will be 
back before the board of selectmen 
as a private citizen and restaurateur 
Aug. 21 in another bid to secure a 
liquor license for his Michael's 
Place restaurant. 

Last summer, McCoy was shot 
down for the license by a 2-2 vote. 
In voting against McCoy, Selectmen 
Diane Allan and Gerry Duggan 
cited a negative recommendation 
from the board of health. 
Selectmen Robert Cain and Chester 
Bruce voted in favor of the license 
while McCoy sat out because of the 
obvious conflict. 

The board of health issued the 
negative recommendation based on 
the size of McCoy's system. The 
system, which worked fine, might 
not have been able to withstand the 
increased flow of a restaurant with a 
liquor license, the board said. 

At the time of the vote, critics of 
the license both on the board and in 
the audience at the board's public 
hearing stated they would have no 
problem supporting the license if 
McCoy had support from all the 
local boards, according to McCoy. 

"Now that I am installing the 
system, I hope they would be true to 
their word and support [the 
license}," he said. 

McCoy contends he met the legal 
requirements of the board of 
selectmen with his 100-seat 
establishment, but because of the 
board of health recommendation, he 
was turned down. 

Monday, the board of health 
approved final plans for the 
enlargement of the septic system at 
Michael's Place. But McCoy said he 
will not make the investment 
without a liquor license approved 
contingent upon the alterations. 

“The. only reason I'm enlarging 
the septic system is to get a 
guarantee for a liquor license,” 
McCoy said. "I'm not about to 
make an investment in a septic 
system without improving my 
business.” 


McCoy would not comment on the 
éstimated price tag of the new 
system, but said it was "a large 
investment" for "a substantial 
amount of money." He also said he 
would have to close down his 
restaurant for a week so that the 
front parking lot could be torn up 
and the system enlarged. The move 
will take refinancing of the 
restaurant, he indicated, but he 
hopes that in time, if granted, the 


liquor license will pay for the 
enhancements. 
If granted the license, McCoy will 
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serve beer and wine and introduce 
waitress service, which is required 
under town liquor licenses.

American Legion would 
sell two house lots

The Wilmington Board of Appeals 
Monday night continued to Aug. 21 
a public hearing to decide whether 
Or not to grant a zoning variance to 
the American Legion Post 136 for a 
club-owned parcel of land at the 
corner of Adams and Church 
streets, 

The Legion, strapped for 
mortgage payments on their present 
clubhouse on Bay Street (off Lowell 
St.near Textron), want to divide the 
parcel, now zoned R-20, into two 
R-10 lots for sale to developers. 
This sale would allow the Legion to 
buy outright its current mortgage 
and secure a permanent meeting 
place.

But many residents around Adams 
Street don't want the variance 
granted, and those that do appear to 
favor it only as a way of keeping the 
Legion from moving back onto the 
lot, where their original clubhouse 
burned down in the mid-1980s. 

Still, Barbara Hamilton, who has 
lived on Church Street for better 
than 40 years, sees three alternatives 
for the Adams Street parcel: grant 
the variance to allow two homes to 
be built on the property, disallow 
the variance and build one home 
there, or have the Legion move 
back in, a step she said she and her 
neighbors will consider after the 


board of appeals decision on the 
variance. 

Hamilton said she and a block of 
other neighbors, all of whom have 
owned houses in the area for at least 
25 years, favor the R-20 zoning and 
one new home. That, she said, 
would maintain the balance of the 
neighborhood and cause less traffic. 

"We're just people who have been 
in the neighborhood for a long 
time,” Hamilton said. "We would 
like to see one dwelling, which 
would be more in keeping with the 

neighborhood and cause less 
congestion. 

"One dwelling is what is supposed 
to be there," she added, "not two."

Shawmut, police offer free 
fingerprinting for kids

It is perhaps a parent's or 
grandparent's worst nightmare and 
reminders of its reality are 
broadcast not only on local news 
programs, but also milk cartons, 
community bulletin boards and 
postcards. 

The horror of missing and 
abducted children poses a very real 
concern for parents in the 90's, and 
Shawmut Bank and the Wilmington 
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Police Department are offering a 
"Child Safety Protection and 
Identification Program" as a sourc€ 
of protection for both parents and 
children. 

Wilmington Police will be 
fingerprinting children accom- 
panied by a parent (or an adult 
carrying a note from the child's 
parent) free of charge at Shawmut's 
Wilmington Plaza branch on 
Tuesday, Aug. 22 from 10 a.m. to 1 


p:m. as part of the program. 

"I just “thought it would be 
something good for the bank to do. 
for the community,” said Wilming- 
ton Plaza Branch Manager Carolyn 
Donovan. "And we have so many 
customers. who have little kids, we 
thought it would be a good 
opportunity for them to come in, as 
well as anybody else." 

All children are welcome and 
parents will be provided with a 
safety folder containing the prints, a 
Polaroid picture of the child taken 
at the bank, and a brochure with 
safety tips, including how to teach a 
child.to react deal with emergency 
situations. 

In addition, Wilmington Police 
will be talking about safety with the 
children who. participate in the 
program. 

"The parent would have [the safety 
folder] in case of any emergencies," 
Donovan said, "and hopefully never 
will they have to use it."

Wilmington's “wild goose chase”

"Please don't feed the geese!" was 
the main thrust of a public service 
announcement from the Wilming- 
ton Board of Health Monday in 
response to townspeople's growing 
squabbles with the seasonal 
Canadian invaders. 

In what he jokingly referred to as 
a "wild goose chase," Board of 
Health Chairman Dr. James 
Ficociello essentially said that as far 
as somehow removing the pesky 
geese, the local board's wings have 
been clipped by state and federal 
animal protection statutes. 

The geese cannot be moved while 
enjoying their summer nesting spots 
and tending to their young, despite 
the annoyances and potential health 
risks they pose to two-legged, 
non-winged inhabitants. 

However, steps can and likely will 
be taken to discourage the geese 
from returning to their favorite 
watering holes - in the case of 
Wilmington, Silver Lake and the 
area around Douglas Avenue and 
Palmer Way, to name a couple. 

The introduction of natural rivals 
in the form of foxes, coyotes and 
swans is one way, but it is costly. 
The town, according to the board of 
health Monday, will probably resort 
to stringing wires across ponds to 
inhibit the birds' desire to land on 
those waters. That would be done 
before the geese return next spring.

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Remembering the end. of 
the war - Pacific view

Shortly“after his discharge from 
the Ufited States Navy on April 6, 

946, Louis Tsihlis (pronounced 
SIK-lis), of Faulkner Avenue in 
Wilmington, who had served during 
World War II as a motor machinist 

mate aboard the LSM (or landing 
ship, medium) 203, wrote the Navy 
for a blueprint of that craft. Some 
46 years later, he returned to those 
plans and in nine‘months completed 
an exact scale model of the ship 
using paper thin brass and 
persistence. 

But in 1945, Tsihlis was helping 
complete another successful, and 
slightly more famous, return: that 
of Gen, Douglas MacArthur and the 
U.S. Army to the Philippines, to 
retake the islands from the Japanese. 

Tsihlis, who rattles off the key 
dates of his two year, seven month 
Navy career with keen precision, 
enlisted on Sept. 10, 1943, three 
days before his 18th birthday while 
war raged across the entire globe. 

After boot camp and a stint al 
diesel training school and the 
amphibious base at Little Creek, 

Virginia, Tsihlis left on April 21 
for Philadelphia to pick up his ship. 
Four weeks later, the LSM 203 was 
commissioned with a crew-of 54 
enlisted men and five officers. 

Following the commissioning, it 
was back to Little Creek for three 
weeks of training runs and then 
another 10 weeks training five other 
LSM crews aboard the 203. On 
October 14, 1944, the 203 pulled 
out and crossed the Panama Canal 
into the Pacific Ocean, bound for 
war. 

As a motor machinist mate, Tsihlis 
spent the bulk of his time in the hull 
of the ship, tending to the throttles, 
generators and water evaporators - 
used for producing fresh water. 

In December of 1944, the ship 
reached New Guinea, 1,600 miles 
southeast of the Philippines, where 
they picked up men and supplies 
from Lt. Gen. Walter Krueger's 6th 
Army. In nine months of heavy 
fighting, the 6th, dubbed the Alamo 
Force, had helped MacArthur 
secure New Guinea as a jump-off 
point to fulfill his legendary vow 
for the Philippines: "I shall return.” 

Carrying trucks, tanks, Jeeps, 


bulldozers, and everything trom 
lampposts to ammunition, the LSM 
203 backed up the infantry, pulling 
ashore after the naval and air 
bombardments had cleared a path 
for the ground forces to land. 

LSMs -were  shallow-draft, 
flat-bottomed vessels - “like a 
bathtub," Tsihlis described them - 
with ramps at the bow. The ships 
would lay anchor and plow ashore, 
lower the ramp, unload their cargo 
and those machine's crews, and 
then, with engines churning in 
reverse and using drag from the 
anchors, retreat back into the sea. 

The 203 did this in combat for the 
first time on Jan. 9, 1945 - the day 
of the first U.S. invasion of the 
Philippines, at Linguyan Gulf on the 
main island of Luzon. The ship 
reached shore at 10 a.m. under 

enemy fire from the beach. 

After a long moment's reflection, 
Tsihlis described his first taste of 
combat in the single word that has 
become synonymous with war: 
"Hell." 

The 203 provided support for 
three more invasions of Luzon. The 
first was south of Manila, at 
Nasugbu, on Jan. 31, a maneuver 
designed to keep the Japanese army 
from reaching the southern points 
of the islands. 

The third, at Marivelas Bay, near 
Bataan, on Feb. 15, resulted in the 
destruction of the 203's sister ship - 
the LSM 169, which struck a mine 
in the bay. The 169, which had 
performed in conjunction with the 
203 throughout the invasions, was 
"blown wide open," according to 
Tsihlis. The ship didn't sink, but 
one man. was killed and the 169 was 
permanently disabled. 

"We were to their port side when 
she hit the mine," he recalled. 
"Needless to say, our ship 
shuddered too." 

The final Luzon invasion was part 
of a cleanup mission at Legaspi, on 
the southern most point of the 
island. 

As the Army and Marines were 
mopping up the bloodiest land battle 
of the war in the Pacific - the 
Okinawa campaign - the 203 was 
supporting the final invasion of the 
war, an attack on Borneo on June 
10. 


At 7:00 p.m. on Aug. 15, 1945, 
President Harry S. Truman 
signified long awaited arrival of V-J 
Day with the announcement 6f the 
unconditional surrender of Japan: 
Tsihlis and the LSM 203 were 
between the Philippine islands of 
Leyte and Samar, headed back to 
Subic Bay. 

"The Philippines were like one big 
firecracker that day," Tsihlis 
recalled of the V-J Day celebration. 

With the war's official end, the 
ship took a brief and well-deserved 
respite before going back to work, 
hauling supplies to different locales. 
On one trip, the 203 transported 80 
Japanese POWs and 15 nurses from 
Mindanao to Manila, bound back to 
Japan. And on Dec. 7, 1945, four 
years to the day Japan initiated war 
on the United States with the 
bombing of Pearl Harbor, the 203 
headed home. 

With stops at Guam and Hawaii, 
the ship entered San Francisco Bay 
on March 11, 1946, and three 
months later was decommissioned 
in Charleston, S.C. 

In its nearly two-year Navy 
career, the 203 carried 73 different 
crew members without a single 
death. 

"We were very fortunate that we 
did not lose any personnel because 
of bullets,” Tsihlis said. "We all 
thank the Good Lord that He 
brought us all back in one piece.” 

Time is not so forgiving. 

With the first reunion of the 203, 
in 1987 in Lewisburg, W.V., the 23 
remaining crew members gathered. 
Most of the men he hadn't seen in 
over 40 years, but Tsihlis said he 
could identify his old shipmates by 
the sound of their voices or the way 
they walked. 

"You couldn't imagine," he said. 
“We had one grand time.” 

Among the attendees was the only 
man struck by a bullet while on the 
203. During an invasion, the 
crewman, one of the ship's 20-mm 
gunners, was struck in the back and 
fell with a shout. Upon examination 
below deck, only a welt was 
revealed - he had been hit by a spent 
bullet, which he proudly displayed 
42 years later at the Lewisburg 
reunion. 
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Other reunions followed, and in 
1992 Tsihlis volunteered to co-host 
the 47th. It was for that occasion 
that Tsihlis, who in 1952 put away 
his blueprints to settle down in 
Wilmington with his wife, Effie, to 
raise a son and two daughters, went 
to work recreating the 203. 

For the reunion, 15 men and the 
wives of two deceased officers 
stayed at the Days Inn in 
Burlington, And it was there that 
Tsihlis unveiled his model for the 
first time. 

Tsihlis memorialized the 203.5- 
foot ship at an eighth of an inch to 
the foot with sheets of brass 
measuring ten one-thousandths of 
an inch thick. Of the nine months 
he spent working on the model, 32

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hours alone were devoted to 
crafting an exact duplicate of the 
ship's bow ramp, including the 
forging of tiny holes in the brass he 
could work a pin through. 

The details are remarkable, down 
to the naval flags spelling out "LSM 
203" in code, the big 40-mm gun at 
the stern and the two 20-mm's on 
each side, and the cartoon depiction 
of Donald Duck, in traditional 
sailor's uniform, aboard the 
Tokyo-bound "Toonerville Trol- 
ley," a gift painted on the ship's 
conning tower by a member of the 
6th Army who happened to work 
for Walt Disney. 

While the model is a sight for 
anyone to behold, the real test came 
from the eyes of members of the 
National LSM Association, whom

The Captain saw it in the Atlantic 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

It was just about 50 years ago that 
this writer took over command of 
the SS Chanute Victory. A new type 
vessel, it was over 450 feet long and 
capable of speed of 16 1/2 knots. 
The ship was berthed in New York, 
west side. 

During the greater part of World 
War II this writer had commanded 
ships of the Liberty class. The first 
vessel had been the Daniel Boone, 
loaded with 7975.1 tons of 
ammunition. It was this writer's 
luck to cross the Atlantic, for the 
invasion of Africa alone, 
unescorted, 

Later the writer took the Daniel 
Boone to the Persian Gulf, loaded 
with military stores for Russia. 
Those stores were previously being 
shipped to Murmansk, but too many 
of those ships were hit by German 
submarines The 
loaded in Philadelphia, at a pier 

jere the ships for Murmansk had 


| backed the Daniel Boone out of the 
told him I would be okay. Capt. 
elly did not know about the new

Anyway, a few years later, just 
about the time of VJ Day, I brought 
the SS Benjamin Goodhue into New 
York. I was informed that I would 
be taking command of the Chanute 
Victory. The Goodhue had been 
under my command for over two 
years, mostly in the Mediterranean 
Sea. 

The Chanute Victory was geared 
to carry 1800 military troops, but 
for this voyage the passenger list 
was about 400, of which about 75 
percent were French speaking, 
French people or Swiss. They had 
been detained in New York during 
the warfare. 

A Captain Clogston was on board 
when I boarded the Chanute 
Victory. He was the son of a man 
who had been a baker in the 
Tewksbury Hospital. Captain 
Clogston informed me: 1) a large 
number of the French and Swiss 
Passengers were unable to speak 
English, and 2) the U.S. Coast 
Guard had just delayed the 
departure of the Chanute Victory 
until there was another lifeboat on 
board, 


T had to tell the passengers. 
Fortunately French is a language 
with which this writer has no 
difficulty. The passengers were told 
to assemble, and the message 


delivered: There would be a delay 
of about two hours. 

The new lifeboat arrived, and 
about 11 p.m. the Chanute Victory 
departed from the pier at which it 
was docked. 

It was a pleasure to command a 
ship capable of doing 16 1/2 knots 
instead of the 10 1/2 knots of the 
Liberty ships. Instead of a voyage of 
18-20 days across the Atlantic, it 
could be accomplished in about 10. 

It was also a pleasure to have 
French people as guests. The captain 
had some of them at my table-for 
dinner every day. The first port of 
call was Plymouth, England, where 
about 25 percent of the passengers 
disembarked. 

Then to LeHavre, in France. The 
writer was to see that port many 
times in the ensuing months. 
LeHavre was the place to which the 
Yankee soldier were sent to 
assemble at three camps: 1. Camp 
Lucky Strike, 2. Camp Chesterfield, 
3. Camp Camel, before boarding a 
transport to New York. 

The Chanute Victory generally 
departed about four hours after 
arrival, The orders to the captain 
said that he was to notify New York, 
within one hour of the day and the 
hour he would dock at Pier 5, State 
Island, New York. This was’ always 


done. 

Frequently the Chanute Victory 
took German prisoners on the 
return voyage to Europe, about 
800. There were American military 
police to guard them. The Army 
was taking no chances. 

Those Germans thought they were 
going home, but they had another 
think coming to them. 

All German prisoners had to-work 
three months in France before they 
were to be shipped to Deutschland. 
There was a lot of war damage that 
had to be cleared up. 

This writer never got ashore in 
LeHavre, except on one occasion 
when he had to go to an office, 
somewhere. He went in a taxi and 
learned a few things. 

Thousands of Americans had been 
in that city. The taxi driver told me 
that he had but few Americans as 
passengers, and he added that none 
of them could speak French. 

He was delighted at having a 
passenger who could. He promised 
that the next time the Chanute 
Victory would dock in LeHavre he 
would come down to the dock so 
that the writer would have him as a 
personal driver. 

But this writer never returned to 
LeHavre! 
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Tsihlis unveiled his handiwork to in 
Charleston. 

"I received more compliments 
from guys who served aboard 
different ships," he said with 
reserved pride. "I really felt like 
crawling up into a shell.” 

Tsihlis plans to one day make a 
gift of his model to the association, 
but first he wants to share it with his 
three grandsons and three grand- 
daughters, Tsihlis also said the 
donation of the model of the LSM 
he served his tountry on for more 
than two years will be made 
posthumously. 

Fifty years after the end of World

Gourmet food bar coming

After nearly five months of 
jumping through all the right town 
government hoops, Souper Deli 
owner Phil Cheverie gained final 
approval Monday from the 
Wilmington Board of Health to put 
a self-serve gourmet food bar and 
20 seats into his Lowell Street 
convenience store/sub shop.

"Our precedent has been not to 
allow salad bars at take-out 
restaurants," said Ficociello, who 
conceded to Cheverie that the board 
was being a little picky given the 
first time status of the proposed 
operation.

Dear Larz:

Please consider that 
healthy lawns go dormant during 
drought and "green up" again when 
the rains return, but fish in the river 
can't survive without water, and 
they have nowhere else to go. 
Where watering is necessary, 
choose the most efficient methods, 
because up to 40 percent of the 
water used can be lost to 
evaporation and runoff.

gets assist for 
tight spaces

The Board of Directors of the 
Wilmington Chamber of Commerce 
has agreed to assist the Wilmington 
Fire Department and associated 
industrial firms of Wilmington to 
improve the capability of the Fire 
Department to respond to 
emergencies in confined places. The 
subject was widely discussed 
Tuesday afternoon in a special 


meeting of the Board of Directors. 


Mark Bradford of Zeneca Resins 
was present at the meeting. Mr. 
Bradford was there as an officer of 
Zeneca, and not as a director of the 
Chamber. 

A letter from Maurice Bechard of 
Zeneca Resins had, in part, inspired 
the meeting. Mr. Bechard asked for 
the assistance of the Chamber in 
formulating terms for an agreement 
between industrial firms in 
Wilmington and the Wilmington 
Fire Department in the control. of 
confined spaces, in industry or 
otherwise, which must be entered 
‘on occasions when they are oxygen 
deficient, or when other crushing 
hazards may exist. 

The majority of such spaces will 
be found in industry, ‘and in 
commercial excavations, in tanks 
and equipment closures, Sometimes 
such spaces may exist under other 
emergency conditions, where there 
is a restricted access, and the 
presence of a danger to life by 
threatening atmosphere. 

Response to such emergencies 
requires rapid response of highly 
trained and specially equipped 
rescue personnel. Such a response 
may require a level of training and 
equipment beyond the resources of 
the organization whose personnel 
made the original emergency. 

Chief Daniel Stewart of the 
Wilmington Fire Department was 
approached sometime ago with a 
request that the Department provide 
confined space rescue services. Such 
response may often require a level 
of training and equipment beyond 
the resources of the organization 


whose personnel made the original 
emergency. 

Chief Stewart agreed, but he asked 
that his department be provided 


with training and equipment 
necessary for maximum 
effectiveness. 


Other industries of Wilmington 
which were thought to have 
confined spaces were solicited for 
help. It was at this time that Mr. 
Bechard of Zeneca was asked to 
assist. 

Together, the other industries 
have arrived at an estimate of 
$36,000 for the first year in such an 
effort, and $8,000 a year for 
subsequent years. Pledges of 
$19,000 have been obtained from 
the Wilmington industries. 

The Wilmington Fire Department 
has now scheduled members for 
training, beginning this fall. The 
completion of the training has been 
slated by the end of the year. 

Many Wilmington industries are 
now committed to the program. The 
list includes Koch Membrane 
Systems, Charles River Breeding 
Laboratories, Raffi and Swanson, 
Lightolier, Olin Chemical Com- 
pany, the AGFA Division of Bayer, 
Ametek, Aerospace, Zeneca Resins, 
Altron Inc., and Industrial 
Protection Products, Inc. 

Mr. Bechard of Zeneca Resins and 
other participants are actively 
pursuing the participation of 20 
other Wilmington firms. 

The directors of the Wilmington 
Chamber of Commerce have agreed 
that the guidelines for the combined 
effort must be clearly 
communicated to all, on a 
suggestion from Director Ray 
Forest, and further that there should 
be a Safety Health and 
Environmental Manager. 

They further agreed that, like the 
Ballardvale Fund which the 
Chamber operates, there must be a 
check on the costs, to be provided 
by the Chief of the Wilmington Fire 
Department, or the’ Deputy Fire 
Chief.

Bamberg coming 
home August 16

Instead of trying to stop goals, Joe 
Bamberg is now trying to reach new 
ones every day. 

Four weeks ago, Joe was gearing 
up for another all-star year as the 
goalkeeper for the Wilmington 
High School varsity boys soccer 
team, 

Three weeks ago, he blacked out 
after running from a wasp nest and 
he found himself in a hospital not 
being able to move. That is when he 
thought he might have been 
paralyzed for life. His first new 
goal, not being paralyzed, has been 
accomplished already. 

Two weeks ago, he was 
recovering from his third surgery 
in less than a week. He accomplished 
his second goal when he gained 
some feeling in his legs. 

As of Monday evening, his next 
goal is to be able to walk again. 
There is no guarantee that he will, 
and no timetable of if and when he 
will reach that milestone. Joe 
Bamberg is going to give 
everything he has to find a way to 
accomplish this major feat. 

"I'm doing pretty well. I've 
already come along way," said 
Bamberg in a-telephone interview 
on Monday night from his room at 
Christ Hospital Medical Center in 
Oaklawn, Illinois. 

"I have every faith that I'm going 
to walk again, I know the healing 
process will take a while, but I'm 
going to make do until it happens.” 

He weht on to credit family and 
friends with helping in his recovery 
to date. 

"The support from everyone is 
just unbelievable - and that has kept 
my spirits up. My family has been 
really good, I have talked to a lot of 
my friends and I just can't wait to be 
back home to see everyone ... and 
hopefully they will visit me" while 
in physical therapy/rehabilation. 

During the interview, Joe gave his 
discription of what he could 
remember from the accident. He 


said his grandfather was cutting a 
tree branch’and he told his grandson 
to step away while he was cutting. 
As Joe did, he noticed a wasps net 
and he started to run from it. He 
then caught his ankle, which caused 
him to fall, hyperextending his back 
and breaking the P-4 vertebrae. 

Originally it was thought that Joe 
severed his spinal cord, But, after 
the second operation on his back, 
the doctors found that he smashed a 
little part of it but the fluid — 
throughout the spinal cord was fine 
- nothing was cut or broken, which 
comes as great news. 

Right now, Joe is going through 
simple therapy exercises at the 
hospital such as weights and 
sitting/balance - the latter is 
extremely important with his long 
flight home, which is scheduled for 
Thursday, August 16th. The flight 
will be very long and 
uncomfortable for the 16-year-old, 
but according to Joe, going back 
home and seeing all of his friends 
will make it worthwhile. 


"I'm really excited about coming ’ 


home, It's just unbelievable all ¢ 

the cards, letters and phone calls 
that I have received. I want to thank 
everyone for everything they have 
done. My family, my girlfriend and 
my friends have been just really 
great through all of this and I don't 
know how to thank them all,” 
Bamberg said. 

He also couldn't believe the near 
$1,000 that has already been raised 
by his friends to help his family 
with the medical costs, nor could he 
believe all of the caring people. 

Joe realizes that there will be a 
long road ahead of him. He also 
knows that there will be many 
adjustments he and his family and 
friends will have to make. Just 
talking to him, his spirits alone, 
seem enough to make him well 
again. 

Having seen him compete on the 
soccer field, this writer knows that 
Joe Bamberg will reach his goals.

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Mission: Learning a new pond

Well, well. My mistake. 

Two weeks ago, I mentioned that 
I'd be taking a week off, with my 
girlfriend and my daughter, to be 
spent on Lake Winnepesaukee. 

Not quite. 

Ladyfish lined up a cabin, alright, 
but the camp was located on a little 
pond south of Alton Bay, and not 
on the big water. Much better. 

While I didn’t get to see how my 
sonar unit -- Mr. Beep -- handles 
triple-digit depths, and the fish 
the day was largemouth bass instead 
of lakers and,salmon, it was all for 
the better. The biggest boat we saw 
had a 5-horse motor, and the pond 
had more pedal boats than power 
boats. Quite nice. Very relaxing. 
A week on Lake Winnepesaukee, 
with jet-skis and muscle boats at all 
hours of the day and night, would 
have left me frazzled, I do believe. 

My first order of business, after I 
tested the hammock, was to jump 
into the boat and get some serious 
fishing done.

WHAT YOU NEED TO 
KNOW ABOUT HURRICANES 

The National Weather Service 
issues hurricane “watches” and 
“warning”. ‘ihe following is an 
example of each: 


—A hurricane WATCH means 
a hurricane may hit your area. 
It is issued for a coastal area 
when there is a threat of hurri- 
cane conditions within 24-36 
hours. 

A hurricane WARNING 
means a hurricane is likely 
headed for your community. It is 
issued when hurricane condi- 
tions are expected in a specified 
coastal area within 24 hours or 
less. Hurricane conditions 
include winds of 74 miles an 
hour (64 knots) and/or danger- 
ous high tides and waves. 
Actions for protection of life and 
property should begin when the 
warning is issued. You may be 
told to evacuate the area; do’so 
immediately. 

—The eye of a hurricane is 
the calm center of the storm. 
The worst parts of a hurricane 
come just before and after the 
eye has passed over a specified 
area. 

WHEN A HURRICANE IS 
APPROACHING 

—Listen to your local radio 


and TV stations for updated 
storm information. 

—Bring in garbage cans, 
lawn furniture, bicycles...any- 
thing that could fly around and 
cause damage or blow away. 

—Fill your car’s gas tank and 
prepare to evacuate if told to do 


So. 

—If you are told, evacuate as 
soon as possible. If you are not 
advised to evacuate, prepare to 
stay inside, away from windows. 

AFTER THE HURRICANE 
PASSES 

—Watch out for fallen power 
lines. 

—Listen to the radio for infor- 
mation and instructions. 


—Use a flashlight to inspect 
your home for damage.

Channels 4, 5 and 7, six o’clock 
at night. Now you’ve got a 
choice of 38 different channels, 
and you have room for the ‘Hard 
Copy's’ and the ‘Inside Editions’ 
and the Oprahs and Donahues 
and Geraldos, and: who's the 
other one, Connie Chung’s hus- 
band?

“I've done both television and 
radio, and I prefer radio. I have 
a face made for radio. It’s paid 
my mortgage for a lot of years. 1 
prefer it for a lot of reasons. To 
me, the writing and the presen- 
tation in radio news has got to 
be so far superior to anything in 
television or in newspapers that 
it’s scary. I've got one shot to 
kick you right between the ears. 
Television, they've got pictures. 
And they have your undivided 
attention. You sit down in front 
of that TV. You look at it. You 
watch’ them speak. They do a 
story about the phone company. 
They know you're stupid so they 
put up a picture of a telephone. 
Newspapers - you don’t under- 
stand the story in a newspaper, 
go back and read it again. I 
don’t have any of those luxuries. 
None of us. I’ve only got one 
shot at you. The writing has got 
to be that much better. The pre- 
sentation has got to be that 
much better. And I consider that 
one major big challenge. 

“The television side of things 
has a bigger impact, of course it 
does, because it has that extra 
dimension. Yet I do three televi- 
sion shots a day starting at 5:30 
in the morning, the last one’s at 
6:30. Bhis started a little more 
than a year ago ... A lot of peo- 
ple don’t even know that. My 
wife, if I hadn't told her, still 
wouldn't know it ... but it’s 
incredible since I started that 
thing how many people do know 
it .... As far as impact in terms

You want 
addresses and phone numbers 
and ages, go buy a newspaper.

Alumni may also interact 
with current-students through 
an ‘interimship’ program which 
helps students explore careers 
by linking them with alumni 
sponsors over winter recess for 
a “career exploration” that can 
last from one day to two weeks.

Possible renovations could 
involve any of the following ele- 
mentary schools: Dolbeare, 
Doyle, Yeuell, Franklin, 
Greenwood or Woodville. The 
main concern is qualifying for 
64 percent state reimbursement. 

Another change involves the 
addition of a director of curricu- 
lum and instruction. 

According to Richard Barker, 
Wakefield’s “administration 
assistant” for business affairs, in 
the “Chronicle,” the state has 
awarded an extra $50 per sty- 
dent to the town on top of the 
$25 given last year; and $25 of 
the $50 will go toward profes- 
sional development.” i 

Another change concerns 
team leaders of academic disci- 
plines - formerly known as 
department heads. Principals 
will now choose team leaders on 
a one-year basis, paying them 
extra for their work. 

Holmes noted that most peo-

Virtuosity starring Denzel 
Washington, Kelly Lynch, 
Russell Crowe, Stephen 
Spinella,’ William Forsythe, 
Louise Fletcher. Directed by 
Brett Leonard.

This just isn’t the summer for 
science fiction. The only decent 
entry into the genre has been 
“Waterworld,” an entertaining 
enough flick, but hardly indus- 
try shattering. Both “Judge 
Dredd” and “Johnny Mnemonic” 
fizzled in a blur of cyber-punk 
activity, and “Virtuosity” is fol- 
lowing their lead. 

There are a couple of things 
going for this flick, most notably 
Denzel Washington as Parker 
Barnes, an incarcerated cop 
released to fight the virtual 
assassin let out of his computer 
by a mad scientist. Also a plus 
is the most interesting Russell 
Crowe as Sid 6.7, a computer- 
generated criminal. And the 
action is both heart-pumping 
and non-stop. 

But you have to leap over too 
many breaches of logic in the 
story to become totally involved, 
It is also very choppy, as the 
editing is rough and the narra- 
tive structure uneven. 

Set in L.A., only. four years in 
the future, the government has 
developed a virtual reality pro- 
totype as a training device for 
the police, Washington’s charac- 
ter is a convict selected as a 
guinea pig to test the program, 
and he is very good at it. So 
good that when Sid escapes his 
two-dimensional prison, he 
wants to play with Barnes in the 
real world. 


Released from prison and 
paired with a criminal psycholo- 
gist (Kelly Lynch,) Barnes 
begins a bloody cat and mouse 
game that leaves a trail of bod- 
ies ss the city. There is an 
interesting psychological aspect 
added to the mix, because one 
of Sid’s rotten, multi-personality 
components is the man who 
landed Barnes in jail. 

Director Brett Leonard 
(“Lawnmower Man”) knows his 
way around the-special effects 
department, but allowed most of 
the film’s potential to slip away. 
There may be a lot of interest- 
ing stuff up on the screen, but 
we just can’t buy most of it. 
Why is it set only a few years in 
the future? Fifty years would

have been a safer bet. Time 
lapses make no sense. At one 
point, there is a two-hour limit 
placed on Barnes, yet he accom- 
plishes an incredible amount in 
that interval. 

The reason for allowing the 
criminal psychologist to pair up 
with Barnes is extremely flimsy, 
except that the producers must 
have wanted to add a woman to 
the story. And Lynch is just 
never believable. Not only is 
there no chemistry between her 
and Washington, but you can’t 
accept that this egghead is sud- 
denly capable of car chases and 
shoot-em-ups. 

You could write this one off if 
it weren’t for the special effects, 
which are as intense as they are 
fun. And Washington turns in a 
focused, emotional performance 
that is matched by Crowe¥whose 
wholesome good looks are espe- 
cially creepy when paired with 
his effectively chilling stare. 
Crowe manages to come across 
as evil incarnate, but with a 
slightly robotic edge. He’s a 
vicious Pinocchio who needed a 
better vehicle to display his 
immense powers of destruction. 


Waterworld is not the soggy 
disaster we'd been lead to 
believe by all that advance pub- 
licity. It has a few glitches, but 
for the most part, it is primo 
summer fun. Imaginative and 
full of adventure, it takes us out- 
side of ourselves and plunges us 
into a completely different time 
and place. Kevin Costner is a 
mutant drifter who roams the 
watery, featureless future.
